The Filibuster Upheld 


There is only one way to describe what the 
Senate did Friday in preserving the filibuster 
rule. By this vote of 55 to 38 the minority 
Southern Democrats once more maintained their 
power to obstruct civil rights legislation by 
essentially physical means, And they main- 
tained it through the active co-operation of a 
majority of the Republican members, in whose 
hands lay the ultimate decision. 

The filibuster rule was defended by some 
Senators on: the ground that the Senate is a 
continuous body, and so muSst operate under 
the rules of previows sessions, This is one of 
those intricate, legalistic rationalizations which 
Senators delight in when they wish to conceal 
their real motives. The Senate spent its open- 
ing day Thursday electing new officers, setting 
up a new party organization, and receiving new 
bills and new resolutions—all on the assump- 
tion that this was a new eighty-fifth Senate, 
discontinuous from the eighty-fourth. How could 
it suddenly become a continuous body on Fri- 
day, solely for the purpose of adopting rules? 

The filibuster rule was defended by some 
Senators as a sacred refuge of minority rights. 
This is one of those curious inversions that also 
find special favor on Capitol Hill. The fact is 
that the whole purpose and intent of the fili- 
buster is to deny legislative protection for mi- 
nority rights. It is the means by which a South- 
ern white majority withholds equality before the 
law from the Southern Negro minority. Nation- 
ally, the Southern white majority is a minority. 
But it imposes its will on the national majority 
through the filibuster rule. 

If the Negro minority in the South enjoyed 
as much unreasonable power as the Southern 
Democrats enjoy as a minority of the Senate, 
the South would be aflame with angry protest. 

Again, the filibuster rule has been defended 
as the guardian of the precious right of demo- 
cratie debate. This also is so much nonsense. 
Senators engaged in a filibuster do not debate. 
They do not discuss issues. They do not explore 
the merits and demerits of legislation. Instead, 
they use speech as a means of obstructing truly 
democratic consideration and decision. They use 
speech as a method of imposing physical bar- 
riers to the transaction of Senate business until 
the Senate accepts their view of what legisla- 
tion should be allowed to come to a vote. 

For all these reasons, the filibuster rule is 
doomed to die in time. It might have been 
beaten this year if President Eisenhower had 
exerted his power as Republican party leader. 
Because he chose to stand aside from the battle, 
a majority of the Republicans found it easy 
to vote with the Southern Democrats, And of 
course the Southern Democrats will be expected 
to return the favor by supporting the G.O.P. on 
legislation in the future. 

Even so, the move to curb the filibuster got 
38 votes plus the support of two absentees—a 
total of 40 votes as compared with only 21 four 
years ago. The Democrats increased their anti- 
filibuster vote over 1953 from 15 to 21, and 
the Republicans from five to 17. 

Though the filibuster is preserved for another 
session, this need not mean the end of progress 
on civil rights. The situation remains what it 
has been for years. Great strides are possible 
through strong and effective action of the Exec- 
utive branch, and through’ courageous judicial 
defense of our Constitutional guarantees of 
equal rights. There ds still plenty to do in both 
these fields whilé the nation waits for Congress

Circuit Judge Aronson’s criticism of the con- 
duct of some—not all—recent circuit court 
grand juries is well taken. Judge Aronson said 
some juries had gone beyond their proper scope 
and function, and he is right. It is difficult to 
see, for example, where a jury has any business 
telling a City Administration whom to appoint 
as warden of the Workhouse. 

Judge Aronson said some jury reports have 
been “simple nonsense.” He concluded that this 
indicated the jurors either were “very gullible” 
or that someone else was writing their reports 
for them.

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‘Summit’ Conférence in Moscow 

That the men in the Kremlin and their non- 
Russian partners probably are burdened even 
more heavily with problems than are non- 
Communist governments is again suggested by 
the “summit” conference in Moscow. China’s 
‘Chow En-lai and an East German delegation will 
attend, it is known, and representatives of other 
satellites—with the notable exception of Yuge- 
slavia and Poland—are expected. 

It was not necessary for the Kremlin to pub- 
lish an agenda for the rest of the world to 
know that the No. 1 problem to be considered 
is that of Hungary. The Communists have 
learned by now that. while tanks are effective 
in putting down popular risings, they are not 
enough to regain effective control over a re 


sentful, bitter nation. Even dictators depend, in -- 


greater degree than they like to admit, on the 
consent of the governed. So the Communists 
must try to get off the Hungarian hook. They 
must find a way of getting Hungary's national 
life back to normal. It will be difficult. 

Their second problem is that of checking the 
spirit of independence fanned within the Com- 
munist empire by the Hungarian revolt and 
the more expedient assertions of national free- 
dom under Tito and Gomulka. For Moscow's 
purposes, such men are hardly Communists at 
all. ‘Yet after the Hungarian experience, only 
the most ruthless and short-sighted can advo- 
cate giving Yugoslavia and Poland or any other 
nation a dose of the same medicine. Not 
only does it not work very well, but it corrodes 
Russian standing in the eyes of the world. 

Khrushehev's reported reversal on Stalin— 
his praise of him as “a great fighter against 
imperialism” and “a great Marxist”—suggests to 
some that the Kremlin may be reverting to 
Stalinist hardness. So does Chou En-lai’s praise 
of Stalin, and the approval by other puppets 
of Russia's course in Hungary. Yet the very 
failure of that policy makes one wonder whether 
such talk means more than an unwillingness 
to admit a grievous and cruel mistake. 

Since the Communists are old hands at in- 


‘filtration and penetration, it seems likely that 


these will be Moscow's main reliance in trying to 
check disintegration of the Red bloc. But the 
Hungarian affair has blunted these weapons. 
The use of tanks in Budapest casts shadows 
over all Communist blandishments and politi- 
cal maneuvers. And even the partial liberty 
won in Poland is a hopeful challenge to the re- 
maining satellite peoples.

While the Defense Department is “unable to 
give an immediate legal opinion” on whether 
one of its officials violated the conflict of inter- 
est law, the public may wonder what kind of 
law it is that permits officials’ wives to get big 
defense contracts.

The Many Ways Pollution Kills Fish Between Book End:

In 1949 conservation agents of the 
oh conducted a survey of pol- 
lution as it affected fish in their dis- 
tricts. It was found that about 900 
miles of Missouri streams in 69 coun- 
ties and in the City of St. Louis had 
received some type of pollution. Fur- 
ther investigations indicate that by mid- 
summer of 1955, over 1200 miles of 
streams in 73 counties and the City of 
St. Louis had been polluted at one time 
or another by sources that were active 
or dangerously potential. 

Conditions in a polluted stream may 
change frequently. Changes can result 
from temperature, rainfall, and the op- 
erations of the polluting agency. At 
times, a polluted stream may appear to 
be about normal. However, as long as 
the polluting agency continues its pres- 
ent practice of waste disposal, pollution 
may recur. 

Any source of pollution is considered 
a polluting agency until the operators 
have installed an effective system of 
pollution abatement or until they have 
stopped operating. Even then, it is a po- 
tential source of contamination until 
all its accumulated wastes have been 
eliminated or properly treated. 

In re to effects upon fish, 
chemicals, sewage, and coal mine wastes 
led in the number of miles of streams 
polluted in recent years. 


Three Groups of Pollution 


Other polluting substances include 
tiff silt, dairy wastes, oil, starch wastes, 
sawdust, water treatment wastes, can- 
ning wastes, lead mine wastes, meat in- 
dustry wastes, glass wastes, gravel silt, 
trash, iron mine wastes, 
fiber, varnish wastes and detergents. 

How does pollution affect Missouri 
fishes?

Acid wastes from coal and other 
mines may kill fishes by coagulating the 
mucus of the gills. Complete stoppage 
of the flow of blood through the gills 
may result. Lead, copper and zinc 
wastes form an insoluble substance with 
the mucus of the gills, a very little of 
which will kill fish. . 

Insecticides have killed fish In sey- 
eral streams. Toxaphene, DDT, aldrin, 
benzine hexachloride, chlordane and 
others are poisonous to fishes. 

A number of these chemicals will kill 
fish in a concentration of as little as 
one part of the insecticide in 100 mil- 
lion parts of water. 


Chemicals That Take Great Care 


Just the run-off from vegetation 
which had been sprayed with aldrin 
killed mahy fish in a near-by slough 
last year. ; 

It is recognized that insecticides are 
needed to control the hordes of insects 
which attack crops. However, as stated 
before, most insecticides are extremely 
toxic to fishes. Recent studies indicate 
that some are toxic to livestock and 
some other warm-blooded animals. 


_ Therefore, great care should be used 


in applying these chemicals.

‘Irving Potash, One of 
11 Reds Convicted in

NEW YORK, Jan. 5—Irving 
Potash, one of eleven Commu- 
nists convicted in 1949 of vio- 
lating the Smith Act, was ar- 
rested in Bronxville last night 
for illegally re-entering the 
United States. 

It had not been known until 
the time of his capture that 
Potash had managed to slip 
back through the Iron Curtain. 
He had been deported to Po- 
land on March 4, 1955. 

The Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, whose agents made 
the arrest, refused to say when 
or how Potash had re-entered 
the country. He was apprehend- 
ed in a Bronxville restaurant. 

Left Family in U 

When Potash left New York 
for Liverpool aboard the Sax- 
onia, he left behind his wife, 
Gita, and his daughter, Jean, 
and two grandchildren. 

For conspiring to teach and 
advocate the violent overthrow 
of the United States Govern- 
ment, Potash was sentenced to 
a prison term of five years and 
fined $10,000. Following the af- 
firmation of his conviction by 
the Supreme Court, he began 
serving his term at Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary on July 2; 
1951. 

He was unconditionally re- 
leased on Dec. 9, 1954, and im- 
mediately rearrested on the 
basis of the untried second 
count of the Smith Act indict- 
ment. This count was based on 
his knowingly holding member- 
ship in a party dedicated to 
the violent overthrow of the 
| Government. 

At that time a deportation 
order issued against him in 
March, 1948, was still outstand- 
ing. When Potash voluntarily 
agreed to leave the country, the 
second count of the Smith Act 
indictment was dismissed. 

This procedure was taken 
partly becausee Potash was a 
Russian-born alien. He was born 
in the Ukraine on Dec. 15, 1902, 
and came here in 1913. > 

Officer of Fur Union, 

When he was arrested in 1948 
he was vice president of the 
International Fur and Leather 
Workers Union. 

The FBI said last night that 
Potash would be arraigned in 
United States District Court “as 
soon as possible.”

Communist newspaper, quoted 
the Peiping radio as saying he 
was in Communist ‘Chima. 

Dispatches bearing his byline 
were published here 
Daily Worker. One, dated June 
22, 1955, from Moscow, reported 
the visit of India’s Prime Min- 
ister Nehru. Another, dated 
Nov. 2, 1955, from Prague, dis- 
cussed civil rights and the han- 
dling of news from behind the 
Iron Curtain by the American 
press.

(There was much cloakroom 
talk, too, the Times said, over 
the political implications of the 
opinion, handed down by a Vice 
President often mentioned as a 
possible presidential candidate 
in 1960. It was believed that 
he had considerably enhanced 
his reputation as a civil rights 
champion and _ solidified his 
position in the Republican 
party’s liberal wing.) 

Under the agreement worked 
out by the.Senate leadership on 
both sides of the aisle for the 
debate, no Senator could raise 
a point of order. If “points of 
order” had been permitted, 
Nixon’s statement would have 
become a ruling rather than a 
mere opinion, 

In this case, the ruling would 
have been appealed by which- 
ever side the ruling aggrieved, 
and thé battle lines would have 
been formed for a showdown 
vote with the Vice President in 
the middle. As matters worked 
out, however, under the agreed- 
, Nixon was able 
to get himself on record with- 
out members of his own party 
being compelled to record 
themselves as being specifically 
for or against him. 

Does Not Affect Outcome. 

Although the Nixon opinion 
was hailed by the anti-filibus- 
ter bloc as a significant gain, 
it had no noticeable effect on 
the votes of Republicans in the 
final analysis.

Strict Bar on Exports to Communist Coun- 
try Eased in Recognition of Partial 
Break With Moscow. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (UP) 
—The United States today 
eased its strict bar on exports 
to Communist Poland in recog- 
nition of Poland’s partial break 
with Moscow. 

Secretary of Commerce Sin- 
clair Weeks announced the Gov- 
ernment would permit exporters 
to sell surplus United States 
farm. products to Poland for 
United States dollars at world 
market prices. 

This was the first concrete 
action the United States has 
taken to co-operate with Poland 
since ‘it broke from Moscow's 
domination and won some mea- 
sure of independence. 

Weeks indicated that similar 
action would be taken in the 
future for other Communist 
bloc nations if they try to move 
out from under the Kremlin’s 
yoke. The action was considered 
part of a developing United 
States policy to encourage inde- 
pendence in Soviet satellites.
